Messrs. Archibald, Smale, Bell, J. 
8. Robblee, District Agriculturist of 
the Service Board, F. W. Maddex, Field 
Supervisor, and Mr. G. R. Sterling, 
Supervisor of Soil Conservation and 
Weed Control, Department of Agricul- 
ture, present. 

Mr. Archibald in the Chair. 

The Minutes of the 26th October, 
1949, read and on Motion by Mr. Rob- 
blee were accepted as written. Cd. 

Mr. Norman Tiszard interviewed the 
Board reference to the E% 29-44-2, 
Stop-Seeding Notice, after discussion 
Mr. Bell moved that Mr. Tizzard sow 
the East part of the B% 29-44-2 to 
Spring Rye, and fallow the West part 
in 1950, sow to Fall Rye in 2060 and 
spray weeds. Cd. 

Mr. S. M. New, Executor and Agent 
for the N% and SBP 29-45-7 interview- 
ed the Board reference to Stop-Seed- 
ing Notice stating that he was defin- 
itely selling this land without delay in 
the interests of the Estate and wanted 
the Board's opinion as to the weed sit- 
uation.

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of supply and demand we're in for trouble.” 
s is the old saw which was and still is used by those who 
try to defend the various “open-inarket” and “non-interefer- 
enee policies with relation to the prices of farm products, more 
particularly wheat. : 
We would humbly suggest that one of the big features in 
our progress from the primal practice of hand-to-mouth feeding 
and has been a growing interference with just this 
same natural law. Just how early the records go we cannot say 


but without doubt one of the classical examples of successful 


sidetracking of this “law” was brought about by the wisdom 
and superb management of one Joseph of the coat of many 
colors. Without his interference a great number of Egyptians 
and the ane of the Hebrew race would have perished from 
hunger. 

Since that time it has been found growingly important 


to make humanity safe against the vagaries of production, of | 


seasonal shortages, and the distribution and exchange of goods 
between areas of plenty of convenient production and areas 


ot plenty and shortage. In the rough days it was common for 
‘the possessor of sorely wanted goods to capitalize on his posi- 


tion and raise his prices accordingly, without regard to his own 
cost. This feature, too is frowned upon by our modern society, 
which has @ nasty word for such opportunists . but none-the- 
less the abided strictly by the law of “supply and demand.” 
To maintain that the law of supply and demand” should 
not be dispensed with in regard to our grain sales is to suggest 
that it did at one time apply. With’ this suggestion we would 
take issue. No flight of imagination can bring us to the conclus- 
ion that this law could make wheat which was worth $1.00 
one day result, in its price being $1.05.the next day and a few 
days later return to $1.00 or even 95 cents, but such were the 
conditions when “the law” was in operation. When viewed on 
a longer-term basis the fluctuations were really fantastic, and 
disastrous. Many of us recall the ‘hungry. thirties” when the 
price of wheat dropped in less than two years from about 90 
cents to less than 25 cents a bushel, if such vagaries can con- 


ceivably be attributed to “the law” then it obviously should be 
reseinded, or in some way N peo} 
The farmers, too, while they the only group that are 


expected to tolerate wide price fluctuatioris because of “the 
law”, are also in the poorest position to tailor their production 
to fit the market. In the first place the farmer has no idea in 
the spring, when he sows his crop, what the harvest will bring. 
In the second place has has no idea of what influence the crops 
harvested in other parts of the world will have on the supply 


situation. Thirdly the farmer cannot jump from one line of 


production to anohter overnight . . . it takes years for him to 
n fateniing plat arid $6 bild himself, for instance, 
in pigs or dairy or beef cattle. 

Farming, one of the mainstays of our economy, needs 
greater security than is provided by the out-dated short term 
law of supply and demand, and the vagaries of a manipulated 
and fickle grain market. 


PROGRAMME NOTE 
One suggestion of merit that has come out of the present 


eee of Parliament is that made by Frank Folwell, of Has- 


tings South, to the effect that the Speech from the Throne 
should be broadcast over a national hook-up each session and 
shoul, at the same time, be brought to accoustic-deafened 
members themselves by a public address system.

Besides the obvious benfit of making Canadians more par- 
liament-conscious, as an advertising man would say, the scheme 
has the merit of letting the members themselves in on what 
vote-juggling lies ahead.

Better still was Mr. Folwell’s thought that occasional de- 
bates in the House might be ‘broadcast to the public at large 
by the public’s own broadcasting corporation.

I've Been Thinking 
How Will the,New Counties 
p Affect Us? 
H. G. Teskey 
— i 
The very contentious Bill No. 60, 
known as The County Act, has pass 
the third reading in the Legislature 
and has been signed by the Lieuten- 
ant Governor, It will come into force 
on July first of this year. In spite of 
tremendous opposition to it in the Prov 
ince, particularly from educational 
bodies, the Legislature gave its con- 
sent to the Act with only about six 
disenting votes. Once again the gov- 
ernment cracked the whip and the 
party members fell into line. 


It is not my purpose in this article 
to discuss the possibilities or probab- 
ilities of the legislation. That I shall 
reserve to a later time. Here I shall 
merely summarize’ the provisions. of 
the Act to satisfy the curiosity of many 
who have not yet had an opportunity 
of reading it. 

Formation of Counties 


Not more than four experimental 
counties shall be set up under the Act. 
These shall be selected in such a way 
as to give least inconvenience in their 
formation; that is, they shall be areas 
where the bundaries of municipalities, 
school divisions and hospital districts 
most_nearly coincide. Also they shall 
be distributed geographically through- 
out the Province. However, it is pro- 
vided that a county may be set up only 
“after receiving a request to do so from 
a municipality or from a school divi- 
sion which is wholly or partly within 
the said area.” 


The boundaries of the municipality, 
the school division, and the hospital 
district shall be made co-terminous. 
These units shall cease to exist as 
separate entities. One county council 
shall have jurisdiction over .all rural 


municipal, school and hospital mat- 
ters. 
After the experimental counties 


have been in existence for four years a 
plebiscite shall be held in each to 
determine if the electors favour the 
continuation: of the county unit. It 
may be assumed that if the experiment 
proves satisfactory, the counties will 
then be set up throughout the Province 

The Lieutenant Governor in Council 
(the Cabinet) may fix, the number of 
councillors, but the number must not 
exceed eleven. When a county unit has 
been selected and its boundaries fixed,

WOOL PCR FOR 1950 


Producers of wool enter the 1950 
market with prices at a record ‘level | 
and wool production on the increase. 
Numbers of sheep on range and farms 
is 80 low now that it has become a 
national concern. Excellent prices for 
Jamb and mutton across the line in 
U.S. has caused a big reduction in 
numbers of range sheep. 

There is every indication that mut- 
ton and wool prices will remain high 
regardless of what may develop in 
countries of heavy wool production. 
There still is little danger of an over- 
supply to the point that will make 
sheep unprofitable in Canada as com- 
pared with returns on other classes of 
livestock and on the sound basis of 


investment and costs for labour, feed 


and shelter. 
THREE SIMPLE RULES 


Improve your grain crops by tollow- 
ing three simple rules. Sow clean seed, 
test for germination, and treat with a 
mercury dust. These precautions are 
known to every farmer, but that they 
are not being put into practice is evi- 
dent from results of a seed drill sut- 
vey conducted in the spring of 1949. 

Last spring a seed drill survey was 
carried out in Alerta and out of 1,939 
samples taken, 992 were found to be in 
the rejected grade. Most of them were 
unfit for seed because of the number 
of weed seeds they contained, in others 
germination was so low that produc- 
tion of a satisfactory crop was impos- 
sible. Seed with germination as low as 
6% was being put into the ground in 
some cases. 

In the M.D, Wainwright, 55% of 
samples taken were placed in the re- 
jected grade. 10% in No. 3 seed and 
85% in No. 1 or 2 seed. No. 1 and 2 
seed should be the lowest standard to 
go through seed drills on any farm, 


SEED GOOD SEED 
REAP GOOD CROPS 


' As spring approaches, farmers all 
over the country are preparing for 
seeding. This means the preparation of 
millions of bushels of cereal grains for 
seed, The yield and quality of the crop 
arvested this fall will be greatly in- 
fluenced by the character of the seed 
used. 

Good seed has certain definite char- 
acteristics. It must be of suitable var- 
jety and pure as to variety and kind. 
It must also be free of weed seeds and 
of disease, and it, must be of good ger- 
mination. 

In choosing a suitable variety, the 
recomendations published by each pro- 
vince should be consulted and followed. 
These variety recommendations are 
based on the results of tests made 
throughout each province every year. 
Only varieties of good quality and of 
high yielding ability, and which pos- 
sess the most satisfactory resistance 
to disease and insect pests are recom-. 
mended. 

Purity means freedom from grains 
of other varieties and from other kinds 
of grain. Better yielding varieties will 
outyield poor yielding types - by several 
bushels per acre. The inclusion with 
the seed of some poorer yielding types 
will naturally lower the yield. Grades 
may be lowered from mixtures of late 
and early maturing types by produc- 
ing both over-ripe and immature -or 
greenish kernels; in addition consid- 
erable losses may result from the 
shattering of the over-ripe kernels. 
Uniform ripening is especially import- 
ant today when the combine is used 
almost exclusively to harvest cereal | 
crops. 

Freedom from weed seeds needs little 
comment. Weeds bring extra cost and 
labour and are the chief means by 
which hard-to-contro} perennial weeds

The Government seems to be under 
fire because it permitted the Wheat 
Board to borrow five million dollars 


to complete the last payment of 20 
cents a bushel. Personally I do not see | 


anything wrong about this, for at least 
our farmers got the money which they 
badly needed, and the Board can quite 
easily repay this to the banks out of 
the wheat they will soon sell. 


There is, however, something more 
that the Board certainly should do.

Smaller quantities 
came from the United States, the 
Soviet Union and Yugoslavia. Pros-

Appointment of Committees 

The county council shall set up three 
committees from among its own mem- 
bers—a municipal committee, a school 
committee, and a hospital committee. 


Each committee shall consist of three 


members, but each may be enlarged by 
co-opting the services of three electors 
who are willing to act as members 
the committee. : 

All school districts (such as town 
and village) within a county shall lose 
their identity and - become a part of 
the county. However, town and village 
municipalities shall remain intact and 
continue to function as before. 

It is provided that the boards of 
school trustees in such town and vil- 
lage school districts may have repre- 
sentation on the school committee of 
the county. However, if the number 
of such towns and villages exceeds 
three, representation shall be rotated 
from year to year. 0 

Towns and villages may be repre- 
sented on the hospital committee in a 
similar way. Thus school and hospital 
comittees may each consist of: . 

a) three members of the county 

gouncil 

b) not more than three members re- 

presenting towns and villages. 
c) at least one and not more than 
three co-opted members. (The 
total in each committee shall not 
exceed seven). ; 

Powers and Duties of Committees 

The three committees shall have the 
same powers as are now exercised by 
municipal councils, school boards and 
hospital boards respectively, except:* 

a) to borrow money 

b) to pass a by-law 

c) to do such other things as may he 

reserved from time to time to the 
county council by by-law or des- 
ignated by the Lieut. Gov, in 
Council 

Each committee shall submit its in- 
dividual estimates to the county coun- 
cil in each year, The council may re- 
duce or increase the estimate or return 
them to the committee for revision: 
Once a budget has been adopted the 
money allocated to each committee 
shall be administered and expended un 
der the jurisdiction of that committee. 
When the budget has been adopted the 
council shall send requisitions to the 
town and village councils as is, done 
by school divisions present. 

It may be presumed that the doun- 
ties will begin to function at the be- 
ginning of 1951 after elections have 
been completed, 


NEW INSECTICIDE 
IMPERILS HUMANS 
SCIENTIST WARNS 


VICTORIA, B. C. -A potent mass- 
killing chemical being used in the war 
against insects is so dangerous that 
handlers must wear anti-gas equip? 
ment similar to that worn by service- 
men during the war. 

Perfected by the Germans during the 
war, it is known as Parathion, an or- 
ganic phosphate. It was tested and 
used for the first time in Canada by 
Okanagan fruit-growers last year, 
Prof. G. J. Spencer, biologist, Univer- 
sity of British Columbia, disclosed. 

Parathion was one of the military 
secrets Germany turned over to Unit- 
ed States authorities at the end of the 
war. It was stated they did not use 
the chemical weapon against the Al- 
lies because they were aware that 
Britain had developed a lethal gas 
just as effective. 

The new insecticide is described by 
biologists as one of the most effective

And everywhere he went his 
open personality and co-operative a- 
bility had won new personal friends 
and haq strengthened the close ties 
binding this country and the one he 
represented. 

Two days after the crash, Canada 
bade a last, solemn farewell to the 
ambassador.

Week. Probably three or four provi- 
sions of the Act should be mentioned 
for clarification purposes: . 

This Bill. provides: 

1. That only four counties should be 
set up in the Province and that on an 
experimental basis;

3. The county is to be set up only 
after application has been made by 
either the School Board or the Mun- 
icipal Council, or both; 

4. Every Committee to be set up un- 
der the Council must be less than the 
majority of the Council, and, therefore, 
no Committee could rule the Council. 

Some School Boards and Municipal 
Councils have expressed their willing- 
ness to have counties set un, As yet, 
however, no locations have been deter 
mined, . 


The five million dollar fund has ben 
set up from which money will be 
loaned to municipalities at the low 
rate of 2% to assist them in financing 
self-liquidating municipal 

An increase in the supplementary 
Old Age Pension approved will bring 
the pension up to a maximum of fifty 
dollars a month. 


The House was given information 
this week that the gasoline tax in ef- 
fect in other provinces, with one ex- 
ception, is from one to five cents a 
gallon higher than in Alberta. Several 
provinces also have a sales tax that 
applies on the purchase price of cars, 
This week Nova Scotia added a 4% 
sales tax on all goods. 

A change in the Edmonton City, 
Charter focuses its attention on the 
Dewiler project often referred to as 
Edmonton‘’s “Miracle Mile“. The spon- 
sors have agreed to spend 28 million 
dollars in providing the City with aud- 
itorlum, business and parking facili- 
ties. This Amendment has yet to be 
considered by the Committee of the 
Whole House. 

The Government's pregram to assist 
municipalities to make hospitalization 
available at rates that people can af- 
ford to pay should prove a real benefit 
to residents of the Province, 52% of all 
public ward hospitalization will be-paid 
by the Province. The plan will encour- 
age municipalitiés to extend hospitall- 
zation service to non-ratepayers who 
pay indirectly through taxes. Honour- 
able Dr. Cross said that the plan can 

be financed by a mill rate of 2.6 in Ed- 
monton, 2.2 in Calgary, 2.6 in Leth- 
bridge and 1.56 in Medicine Hat. For 
these slight increases in mill rate all 
citizens in these centres will be assur- 
ed of complete public ward hospitali- 
zation at a cost of $1.00 per day, more 
or less, 

The House should adjourn this week.

Report 


The Speech from the Throne was 
finally concluded on Thursday, March 


16th after four weeks of continuous | 


debate in which Members of all Part- 
les took part. Before the speech was 
adopted an amendment, moved by the 
Progressive Conservatives and sub- 
amendments, moved by the Socialista 
and Social Crediters, were defeated by 


to the People 


overwhelming niajorities. The Pro- 
gressive Conservatives and Liberals 
joined together to defeat an amend- 
ment moved by Mr. Low, Leader of 
the Social Credit Group, which would 
have the effect of doing away with the 
contributory clause in Old Age Pen- 
sion legislation in the Progressive 
Conservative amendment and also 
charged the government with failure 
to adopt measures adequate to estab- 
lish in our country a balanced economy 
wherein Canadian consumers aré con- 
stantly supplied with effective pur- 
chasing power sufficient to enable 
them to buy Canada’s total production 
if they so desire. 

During the debate on the Address 
one plece of legislation was passed 
which made available to a wider group 
of workers benefits under the Unem- 
ployment Insurance Act and also took 
in persons receiving salaries up to 
$4,800 per year for the purpose, of 
making contributions and receiving 
benefits where possible. 

At the time of writing this article 
bills have been given first reading 
which will extend for one more year 
the Agricultural Products Act and 
another bill will have the effect of 
making the Agricultural Prices Sup- 
port Act permanent legislation, It will 
be recalled that at the session held 
last fall, the Minister of Agriculture 
had a resolution on the Order Paper 
which provided for doing away with 
the Agricultural Prices Support Act 
after the end of March, 1960, but for 
some reason or another this resolution 
was not acted upon. The Minister has 
attended many meetings throughout 
Canada since the last session proro- 
gued last December and we were plegs 
antly surprised to find this session a 
resolution placed qn the Order Paper 
by the Minister, proceeding with leg- 
islation to make the Act permanent. 
Your representative has opened the 
debate for Social Crediters on this leg- 
islation ang pointed out the urgent 
necessity for continuing the Agricul- 
tural Prices Support Act. The Minister 
of Agriculture on many occasions dur- 
ing the war made statements in the 
House and throughout the country 
that farmers were accepting lower pri- 
ces because of government policy than 
they could actually receive if those 
prices were not in effect and that it 
was the government’s intention to see 
to it when the war was over that pric- 
es of agricultural products would be 
maintained to compensate for losses 
suffered by the farmers and the gov- 
ernment is now doing nothing more 
than making good it’s promises to our 
agriculturalists. I pointed out that we 
were not satisfied to have the Agri- 
cultural Prices Support Act on the 
statute books unless floor prices were 


) guaranteed on a parity basis and many 
| people seem to lose sight of the fact 


that while the prices of many of our 
agricultural products are going down 
and our markets drastically restricted, 
the prices of the things the farmer has 
to buy still continue to rise. If parity 
prices were guaranteed, this matter 
would be adjusted at a satisfactory 
level. 

In the daily press of February ist, it 
was reported from a Liberal conven- 
tion being held in Calgary that inter- 
im payments on wheat would likely 
be made to dried out areas in the coun 
try and on Tuesday last I sent notice 
to the Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce, asking about interim payments 
on oats and barley. The following day 
the Minister made a statement, which 
in part reads as follows: 


on the oats and barley pools. This pay- 
ment will be made after the end of the 
erop year as soon as sales have been 
completed and all the oats and barley 
dellvered to the pools. 

“At this time, however, 1 believe 
that I should give some indication of 
what may be expected by way of a 
final payment from these pools. Any 
such forecast is dependent, of course, 
upon a number of factors, principally 
the course of market prices until the 
balance of the 1949 crop deliveries can 
be sold. There are still oats and bar- 
ley on farms remaining to be delivered 
to this years pools and the sooner pro- 
ducers can get the grain they. intend 
to sell delivereg into country elevators, 
the greater the ‘possibility of the 
boards taking advantage of the exist- 
ing market in making sales, and the 
sooner the transactions may be ‘closed 
out at the end of the crop year in or- 
der to permit a final payment, Depend- 
ing upon all these citcumstances and 
without in any sense making a com- 
mitment that payments will be made 
on these levels, I think it desirable that 
producers should know that, based on 
present prospects, I now estimate fin-
